For a text we will use John 16:13, 
“Howbeit when he, the Spirit of truth, 
is come, he will guide you. into all truth: 
for he shall not speak of himself; but 
whatsoever he shall hear, that shall he 
speak: and he will shew you things to 
come.” 

From the creation of the world to the 
present time God has always had a way 
of contacting His people and making 
known His divine will and purpose, that 
He might be glorified through them. 
The methods of speaking to His people 
have varied through the different dis- 
pensations but the people of His crea- 
tion have always been able to learn God’s 
will and way if they desired to know. 


“God who at sundry times and divers 
manners spake in time past unto the 
fathers by the prophets, Hath in these 
last days spoken unto us_ by His Son,” 
Heb. 1:1, 2. 

God spoke directly to man from 


Adam’s day, through Noah’s and Abra- 
ham’s day and till Moses’ day. At this 
time Moses was chosen as a leader to de- 
liver God’s people from Egyptian bond- 
age. As the Israelites journeyed through 
the wilderness when they began to mur- 
mur and complain against Moses or at 
any time he needed guidance, Moses al- 
ways met God on the mount (where 
God’s children need to meet Him in 
prayer now) and enquired of Him the 
steps to take. Moses was doing business 
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for God, therefore, he called upon God to 
direct him. No doubt Moses had some 
good ideas of his own had he been in a 
business of his own but he was God’s 
leader, leading God’s people into the land 
of Canaan or the land of promise. As long 
as Moses went by God’s orders his work 
was honored but on one occasion he 
struck the rock for water in his own 
strength, not speaking as God had di- 
rected him, and for this reason he was 
prohibited from entering the land of 
promise. 

Many ot the children of Israel mur- 
mured against God’s word and God’s 
leader and God made Himself known by 
sending fiery serpents among the people, 
by opening the earth to swallow large 
numbers, and fire consumed others. 
“Now all these things happened untc 
them for ensamples: and they are writ- 
ten for our admonition upon whom she 
ends of the world are come,” 1 Cor. 10: 
a 

God later spoke through judges and 
prophets. As long as the prophets and 
others concerned hearkened to the voice 
of God all was well but when they de- 
parted from God’s word He poured out 
His judgments upon the people. God has 
always had a perfect and right way and 
we have always had a law of obedience 
and God’s blessings and favors or diso- 
bedience and its penalties. For instance, 
God spoke to Moses to build the taber- 


nacle right by the pattern shown him in 
the mount; likewise Solomon was to 
build the temple exactly by instruction 
and we still have the reference in the 
New Testament teachings for people of 
today. Heb. 8:5. 

On. one occasion a man came out of 
Judah to King Jeroboam by the word of 
the Lord. God told him not to eat bread 
nor drink water in that place, neither re- 
turn the way he came. A false prophet 
was lying in wait, followed him and 
prophesied unto him that an angel of the 
Lord said for him to bring the man of 
God back. But he lied unto him, how- 
ever, the man of God went back with 
the old prophet, ate bread and drank 
water with him. While the man of God 
was eating, the word of the Lord came 
unto him that his carcase would not re- 
turn to the sepulchre of his fathers be- 
cause of his disobedience, and true 
enough, as he returned a lion met him in 
the way and slew him. 

How true it is today. Some prophesy 
one thing and some another. It isn’t any 
wonder that Jesus taught us to beware of 
false prophets. But Jesus also said, “My 
sheep hear my voice and a stranger they 
will not follow.” I do praise God because 
there is a way to know the truth. 

God can and does see things in a 
greater way than man. “For what man 
knoweth the things of a man, save the

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The Blood

I feel led of the Lord to write a few 
words on “The Blood” as there are so 
many saying, “Away with the blood.” 
Many are trying to keep it from this lost, 
ungodly world, but this is our only hope, 
the blood. 


We find in Gen. 3:21, after Adam and 
Eve had sinned God clothed them with 
skins. I believe there was blood shed when 


the skins were taken. In Genesis 4, where’ 


Cain slew Abel, Abel offered up his sac- 
rifice. As the sacrifice had to shed its 
blood God accepted Abel’s sacrifice, but 
did not accept Cain’s. Cain became angry 
and drew blood (or killed) Abel. There 
is a bloodthirsty people today saying, 
“Give us blood,” and there is another 
people saying, “We plead the blood of Je- 
sus.”” We see another picture in the Bible, 
that of Moses as he went down _ into 
Egypt. As the last plague was about to 
pass over God told Moses and the people 
to sprinkle blood over the door posts and 
on the side posts. They were commanded 
to stay under the blood; if not they 
would suffer. When we get from under 
the blood we surely do suffer. 

We find in Exo. 30:10 where Aaron 
offered biood as an atonement. In Lev. 
16:7 Aaron cast lots and let the scape- 
goat go for atonement. “But into the 
second went the high priest alone once 
every year, not without blood, which he 
offered for himself, and for the errors 
of the people. Whereupon neither the 
first testament was dedicated without 
blood. The Holy Ghost this signifying 
that the way into the holiest of all was 


not yet made manifest...... But 
CHRIST BEING COME an high priest 
of good things to come ..... Neither 


by the blood of goats and calves, but by 
his own blood he entered in once into the 
holy place, having obtained eternal re- 
demption for us. And for this cause he 
is the mediator of the new testament, 
And almost all things are by the law 
purged with blood; and without shed- 
ding of blood is no remission,” Heb. 9: 
7, 18, 8, 11, 12, 15, 22. 


Matt. 26:28, “For this is my blood of 
the new testament, which is shed for 
many for the remission of sins.” Can we 
be saved if we turn down the blood? 
I say, No! Can we be saved by receiving 
it, believing on Jesus? Yes. Rom. 5:9, 
“Much more then, being now justified by 
his blood, we shall be saved from wrath 
through him.” Rev. 1:5, “Washed us 
from our sins in his own blood.” Rev. 5: 
9, “Hast redeemed us to God by thy 
blood.” 


Can we be sanctified if we turn down 
the blood? I say, No. Heb. 13:12, 
“Wherefore Jesus also, that he might 
sanctify the people with his own blood, 
suffered without the gate.” We are sanc- 
tified by the blood. Can a man get the 
Holy Ghost and turn down the blood? 
I say, No, No. He that sanctifieth 
and they that are sanctified are one. 
We have to be justified and of ONE 
accord, to receive Him. We will have to 
stay under the blood to keep Him. Then 
I’ll ask the question, Can we join the 
Church of God and turn down the 
blood? 1 say, No, not unless we come in 
unaware, because Jesus’ precious blood 
bought it. Acts 20:28, “Take heed there- 
fore unto yourselves, and to all the flock, 
over the which the Holy Ghost hath 
made you overseers, to feed the church 
of God, which he hath purchased with 
his own blood.” May I ask another ques- 
tion, Can we get healing for our body 
(be divinely healed) , if we turn down the 
blood? 1 say, No. Isa. 53:5, “And with 
his stripes we are healed.” 1 Pet. 2:24, 
“By whose stripes ye were healed.” Psa. 
103:2, 3, “Bless the Lord, O my soul, and 
forget not all his benefits: Who for- 
giveth all thine iniquities; who healeth all 
thy diseases.” Can we go in the rapture, 
or can we be in the Bride without the 
blood? I’ll let you answer this question 
or let the Bible answer it. Jesus bought 
the Church with His blood. Eph. 5:27, 
“That he might present it to himself a 
glorious church, not having spot, or 
wrinkle, or any such thing but that it 
should be holy and without blemish.” 

Someone will say, Preacher, you are too 
hard. I am not as hard as the Bible. I can 
hear some old backslidden preacher say, 
“IT just can’t trust God for my body.” 
I had just as soon turn down sanctifica- 
tion or the Church of God as to turn 
down the blood that was shed for our 
healing. The reason people can’t trust 
God they are afraid to die. I know Ill be 
marked. The Bible says, “Mark the per- 
fect man and behold the upright.” Some 
may say, I haven’t seen the light on these 
things you are talking about. You know 
if you have, God knows if you have. Be 
not deceived, God is not mocked. 

All right go with me to 1 John 1:7, 
“But if we walk in the light, as he is in 
the light, we have fellowship one with an- 
other, and the blood of Jesus Christ his 
Son cleanseth us from all sin.” This 
shows that when we quit walking in the 
light we stop our Christian progress. 
Well, Brother, what are some lights that 
we will have to walk in to stay under 
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the blood, if we see the light? New Birth, 
sanctification, Holy Ghost, Church of 
God, divine healing, tithing, water bap- 
tism, the Lord’s Supper, washing the 
saints’ feet. If you know these things, 
happy are you if you do them. Without 
the blood there is no hope. Church, let’s 
hold up the blood.

The attempts to 
eliminate the support of Soviet-Russia, 
of Germany and Italy have been unsuc- 
cessful. The danger of precipitating an- 
other world conflict is still imminent. 
All Europe is an armed camp of gigantic 
proportions unknown in all history. The 
expenditure for war materials run into 
the billions, bleeding the different na- 
tions through constantly increasing taxa- 
tions so that poverty stares them in the 
face. The statement that all is done to 
maintain the peace of Europe is, in the 
eyes of many, nothing but a bluff. Some- 
thing is brewing in all Europe and some 
day the peace bubble will burst; what 
will follow is next to unimaginable. 

We turn our eyes to the Far East. For 
months now the struggle has been going 
on. Japan attacked China in a barbarous 
manner. How many thousands, tens of 
thousands, have already been sacrificed is 
unknown. Behind this warfare looms up 
another war between Japan and Soviet 
Russia, for Russia seems to have fomented 
strife in China and has _ succeeded in 
certain provinces in establishing red 
governments. The Soviets are now open- 
ly supporting China. Germany and Italy 
have pacts with Japan, Poland likewise. 
France is on the side of the Soviets. 
What will happen when Japan and Rus- 
sia clash? What a frightful calamity it 
will be! The destruction of human lives 
and property through powerful bombing 
planes has, in a small degree, been demon- 
strated in the Far East, but what is yet 
to come will outdo it all. Soviet Russia, 
the land of the most blasphemous athe- 
ism, seems to have an internal revolution 
on her hands. Things are slipping fast. 
It is estimated that over three thousand, 
among them some of their outstanding 
leaders, have been shot down for plot- 
ting against the tyrannic Stalin. 


What is going to happen in the UV. S.? 
Our land is even worse than a smould- 
ering volcano. True democracy, the rule 
by the people and for the people, will 
soon be a thing of the past. Communism 
is worming itself into our institutions. 
If things continue at the rate they are 
going now we predict that within two 
years a civil war will be raging from 
coast to coast, a greater revolution than 
any revolution of the past. The most 
vicious criminality is alarmingly increas- 
ing. Corruption and confusion loom upon 
all sides. 

What a confirmation of Bible prophecy 
Christian believers are witnessing in these 
days! Surely it is all coming to pass. May 
God’s true children lift up their heads 
and do so with rejoicing for “that 
blessed hope” is rapidly nearing.—A. C.

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More About the Inter-Island 
Conventions 
By J. H. INGRAM 


Coming through Cuba, both of us 
(Brother J. H. Walker and I), were fully 
resigned to the task that lay before us, 
though at the time, conditions looked far 
trom being encouraging. 

Standing out on the deck of the French 
line steamer ‘Saint Dominique” as she 
sailed into the harbor of Port-au-Prince, 
Haiti, I made this remark to Brother 
Walker, “I haven’t lost a thing down 
here,” to which he replied, “But you may 
find something, nevertheiess.” I had al- 
ready stated that, “I would not want to 
be caught dead down there if I could help 
it.” With knowledge of the fact that I 
would have to take provisional oversight 
of the work in Haiti, my anxieties in- 
creased. 

THE HAITI MEETING 

Brother Walker in suggesting that “I 
may find something in Haiti” was all 
but prophesying, though he did not know 
it at the time. For no sooner than we had 
landed, things began to happen, and we 
found one thing for sure. God had un- 
mistakably gone on before, through the 
medium of the Holy Ghost, and pre-ar- 
ranged “everything” to the best interests 
of the Church and all individuals con- 
cerned. One thing that concerned us 
very much was getting a suitable field 
representative to keep personal contact 
with the work and workers, so this need 
was supplied in the persons of Brother 
and Sister Kluzit. We had just retired to 
our respective rooms for a little rest after 
a busy day when the hotel management 
sent up a “couple of people from New 
York” who wanted to see us, and to 
think they are so well equipped for the 
work. Mrs. Kluzit speaks French fluently 
and Mr. Kluzit himself has a good work- 
ing knowledge of the language. In fact, 
he majored in French, receiving two 
medals for his work in college. Both of 
them are teachers, being college gradu- 
ates, which will be a great asset to the 
mission work there. They were Metho- 
dists until receiving the Holy Ghost bap- 
tism. They brought their household goeds 
and came on a day ahead of us. Brother 
Walker asked me how I could account 
for it, to which I replied, “Ask God.” 
This is exactly the way the Lord has 
helped us in contacting the right persons 
at the right time, during all our world- 
mission tours. 

We have bought property in Port-au- 





Prince, the capital of the Island-Repub- 
lic, where we havz established our head- 
quarters with a mission school and taber- 
nacle. Although our new meeting place is 
some two or three times as large as the 
old chapel, we were still unable to seat the 
crowds that came and had to have spe- 
cial police on guard during the conven- 
tion. The mission compound is sur- 
rounded by a stone wall and the entire 
schoolyard was so congested at times she 
could hardly pass, and the mission filled 
to overflowing, with the people packed 
in like sardines in a tin. The people were 
so hungry for the Word they stampeded 
like cattle at times when we undertook 
to give out some gospels until we were 
actually scared someone would be hurt in 
the rush. So many were coming to the 
altar there was no room to kneel. The 
first night eighty-seven came forward— 
most of them men and boys, including a 
police sergeant in uniform with his re- 
volver dangling from one hip. The last 
night we did not give an altar call but 
the people rushed to the platform in 
large numbers, falling down on their 
faces, saying, “Pray for us, brethren.” 
People from almost every walk of life 
are flocking to our meeting and those 
who once came to mock now stay behind 
and pray. To give our readers some idea 
of how the work is spreading, I should 
like to say we have had forty churches 
set in order in Haiti in about five years’ 
time, and the membership had run up to 
to over 3,500 at last Assembly. Since the 
General Assembly closed we learned, for 
example, one local church had increased 
in membership from about thirty-seven 
to three hundred. 
ON TO JAMAICA 


Brother Walker traveled with me in 
the same plane as far as Santiago de 
‘Cuba. A number of the brethren were on 
hand to bid us farewell. The giant sea- 
plane, capable of making 180 miles per 
hour, was right on time and was off in a 
flash, before we could scarcely fasten our 
safety belts in place. The first thing we 
did was to check up on our accounts, etc. 
When I walked across the aisle and looked 
out of the window I found we were 
flying over the Island of Gonave at a 
height of 9,000 feet, a pretty sight in- 
deed. By this time the steward had come 
along with our dinner and we were 
heading out to sea. A steamer plowing 
the waves far below looked like a tiny, 
helpless thing. 

Reaching Guantanamo Bay we fol- 
lowed the coastline to Santiago de Cuba. 
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Once over the city as we began to lose 
altitude preparatory to landing, rarefied 
air was encounted and as we looked out 
over San Juan Hill, to our right, where 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt and his 
“Rough Riders” were making history in 
the war with Spain forty years previous, 
we wondered if we were not in for a 
battle with the elements. The purser came 
around and ordered the passengers to 
buckle on their safety belts as the ship 
began to dip a careen at a dangerous 
angle. It looked like we were diving dan- 
gerously near the housetops and oc- 
casionally a tree top would flash by. The 
machine, however, was righted again and 
leveled out for a graceful landing on 
the choppy waters of Santiago Bay. As 
we swished past the last stretch of land 
before coming down upon tthe sea, I 
called Brother Walker’s attention to a 
creaky old oxcart turning in a narrow 
lane, contrasting the old and new means 
of transportation. 


We spent about fifteen minutes at 
Santiago and then we were off for the 
trip to Jamaica. Leaving the harbor, the 
scene of the great naval battle between 
the United States and Spanish forces in 
1898 was unfolded to view. The an- 


tiquated old fort looked defenceless, but . 


a modern seek-grey man-o’-war gliding 
past the harbor entrance served as a grim 
reminder of the past. Far out over the 
waters of the Caribbean Sea we ran in- 
to storm clouds that were gathering and 
had to go up to 10,000 feet in order to 
get above them for smooth sailing. I 
thought of the song “Looking Down on 
the Storm Clouds Below” and _ really 
hated to come down when once we 
reached Jamaica, though the scene was 
awe-inspiring as one looked down on the 
land and sea from an altitude of some 
two miles. 


The convention was held at the New 
Town church in Kingston, which has 
lately been enlarged, but yet far too 
small. The people had read so much 
about my travels in the Evangel that 
marty made special efforts to get there, 
so we had a record crowd. I received a 
royal welcome and I might say interest 
here is even greater than it was at Port- 
au-Prince. A special welcoming service 
was held the second night after I ar- 
rived and it was turned into an altar 
service with more than forty seeking 
God. The interest kept increasing until 
on one occasion nearly two hundred 
rushed to the altar jamming the altar 
rail. Some were prostrate in prayer over 
the baptistry and both aisles jammed 
with praying people. The men occupied 
one side and the women the other. Many 
fell like soldiers shot down in battle, 
they were so overcome with conviction.

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A Word From Mississippi 


Dear saints and friends of the Church 
of God, it is with a great degree of pleas- 
ure that we write a few words in regard 
to the work in the great state of Missis- 
sippi. We call Mississippi a great state 
because the great Church of God is here, . 
and like a mighty army it is moving for- 
ward. We found some good things here 
when we came and those good things are 
getting better all the time. We are very 
much elated over the progress the 
churches are making. We have around 
fifty ministers on our files, with seven 
district overseers, and I think they are 
the most conservative and pliable band 
of ministers I have ever met. The district 
Overseers are working and co-operating 
with us 100 per cent, or that is the way 
we feel about it. We certainly appreciate 
the ministers of Mississippi and the way 
they are standing by us. 


We visited the church at Hattiesburg 
Sunday, Feb. 20. The Lord is blessing the 
people there. They raised about $15.00 of 
their $1.00 a member for missions. 
Brother Mills established a hen nest in 
the church that day and there were nine 
and one-half dozen eggs in it. They are 
working to put the program over and the 
Lord is blessing their efforts. In the after- 
noon we were privileged to speak over 
the radio and the Lord met with us in 
the studio. Brother Mills has a three 
months’ contract with WFOR, Hatties- 
burg, every Sunday from 4:45 to 5:15 p. 
m. This is not a very strong station but 
it is the best we can do at present and 
that is all God requires of any man (his 
best). 

Mississippi is a ripe field. We need 
workers. If you willing to work and take 
what God gives you and be satisfied, we 
want you to come with us, but if you 
are one of the kind who is looking and 
asking for easy street and seeking for 
the best paying church to hold revivals, 
we simply don’t have any need for you. 
We have toured the state several times 
since the Assembly and spied out the land 
and I can say without fear of success- 
ful contradiction that we have some of 
the most beautiful and progressive towns 
in the whole country and 99 per cent of 
them are without churches. If you have 
a tent and nowhere to pitch it, COME 
OVER IN OLD MISSISSIPPI. Enter the 
state on either side and you will find a 
good town, populated with congenial 
folk. The people of Mississippi are very 
kind and hospitable. 


We think Mississippi is the 
state in the Union. But any state is great 
if Jesus is there and, friends, He is here 
and we invite you. COME AND SEE.

spirit of man which is in him? even so 
the things of God knoweth no man, but 
the Spirit of God. Now we have re- 
ceived, not the spirit of the world, but 
the spirit which is of God; that we might 
know the things that are freely given to 
us of God,” 1 Cor. 2:11, 12. Read the 
whole chapter. 

When God sent the Prophet Samuel to 
anoint one of Jesse’s sons as king, God 
directed him. When Eliab came before 
Samuel he said, “Surely God’s anointed 
is before him.” “But the Lord said unto 
Samuel, Look not on his countenance, or 
on the height of his statue; because I 
have refused him: for the Lord seeth not 
as man seeth; for man looketh on the 
outward appearance but God looketh on 
the heart.”’ Thus seven sons passed by not 
anointed as king. Samuel asked if that 
were all the sons and learned that the 
youngest was tending the sheep. They 
waited for him to come and when he ar- 
rived God said, “Arise, anoint him: for 
this is he.” The natural man didn’t even 
consider that David would be capable or 
worthy of becoming a king but God saw 
differently. It is still true today. God 
has ways that are far better than man’s 
ways. We should learn God’s ways and 
not depend on our ideas and opinions 
which often hinder the great will of 
God. 

God spoke to Samuel to send King Saul 
to smite Amalek and utterly destroy ev- 
erything, man and woman, infant and 
suckling, ox and sheep, camel and ass. But 
Saul and the people spared Agag and the 
best of the sheep, oxen, etc. and would 
not utterly destroy them. God’s all-seeing 
eye saw what was taking place so He 
spoke to the prophet Samuel about it and 
he cried unto the Lord all night. Saul re- 
ported that he had performed the com- 
mandment of the Lord but God’s prophet 
knew better, therefore, Saul received this 
answer from Samuel, “Hath the Lord as 
great delight in burnt offerings and sac- 
rifices, as in obeying the voice of the 
Lord? Behold to obey is greater than sac- 
rifice, and to hearken than the fat of 
rams. For rebellion is as witchcraft, and 
stubbornness is as iniquity and idolatry. 
Because thou hast rejected the word of 
the Lord, he hath also rejected thee from 
being king,” 1 Sam. 15:22, 23. Saul was 
rejected as king because he feared the 
people and carried out his own idea which 
was not pleasing to God. God and His 
way must be honored at all times if His 
children succeed in His service. 

The law and the prophets were until 
John, then Jesus came on the scene to 
fulfill His mission. He walked and talked 
with His followers while on earth, teach- 
ing them face to face the facts concern- 
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ing the plan of salvation, but after a 
short ministry among the walks of men 
the time came for Jesus to ascend back to 
the Father, therefore, He comforted the 
disciples by leaving them the promise of 
the Holy Ghost to take His place in both 
comforting and teaching them. Accord- 
ing to His promise the Holy Ghost, a real, 
live person—the third person in the God- 
head, was sent back to earth to fulfill 
His mission. This was the beginning of 
the Holy Ghost dispensation which con- 
tinues to the present time. Although 
these three, God the Father, God the Son, 
and God the Holy Ghost, have worked in 
perfect fellowship from the foundation 
of the world, God was first on the scene 
—did the talking, stepped back and sent 
His Son Jesus. Jesus spoke directly to the 
people, stepped back and put forth the 
Holy Ghost and according to John’s writ- 
ing He is able to lead us and guide us in- 
to all truth. 


“But the Comforter which is the Holy 
Ghost, whom the Father wiil send in my 
name, he shall teach you all things, and 
bring all things to your remembrance, 
whatsoever I have said unto you,” John 
14:26. We can understand from these 
words of Jesus, that there was to be a 
continuation of divine guidance. We feel 
it a duty and obligation upon ourselves 
to depend on the great Holy Ghost to 
lead us and guide us since He reproved us 
of sin, caused us to repent, His Spirit 
bearing witness with our spirits that we 
were the children of God; sanctifying us 
with the blood, then coming into our 
temples to dweil. All this He did for us 
when we were under the curse of sin, 
under bondage to Satan—helpless as we 
could be. Oh glory! I can’t refrain from 
honoring the precious Holy Ghost as well 
as the other persons of the Godhead, for 
His wondrous works and _ mighty 
acts. Praise the name of the Lord! Let us 
think just for a moment what a great 
thing has happened. That Adamic nature 
has been taken out and the Holy Ghost 
has walked right in to take the place of 
the old man. I feel that we can’t do too 
much in surrendering ourselves, the hu- 
man or natural man, to the Holy Ghost 
(not excluding the Father and Son). 


The Holy Ghost has moved right into 
our temples to abide forever and since 
He did so much for us when we were 
helpless I believe He should take the lead 
and the children of God should be will- 
ing for Him to do so. God is choosing 
a people who will be perfectly submissive 
to Him for a special purpose during the 
tribulation week and for His reign of a 
thousand years and I truly believe that 
the natural man or our human ideas and 
opinions must be subjected to His will 
before His people can be used in His 
kingdom. I have reference to the funda- 
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mentals of salvation when I speak of our 
ideas and opinions being surrendered to 
God. If in the Old Testament God’s peo- 
ple deviated from His directions and were 
punished, how much more will the Holy 
Ghost reprove when God’s directions are 
missed. God still has one way—Jesus is 
the way--and_ the Holy Spirit brings 
things which Jesus taught, to our remem- 
brance and shows us things to come. Ev- 
ery time we have refused His guidance 
and insisted upon going our way, or 
when we have gone to the world for 
pleasures rather than with the people of 
God, we have grieved the Spirit. The 
Holy Ghost manifests Himself to each 
one individually only in proportion as 
He is recognized and honored. 


How active was the Holy Ghost in the 
early Church? It seems He was given 
His rightful place and He is just as active 
now as we allow Him to be, but I believe 
we should be more submissive to Him 
than we are. Possibly our ideas are not 
in line with His. From the wonderful 
experiences given in Acts and elsewhere 
the Holy Ghost was really honored and 
I feel we should earnestly contend for 
the faith once given to the saints. We 


are on our way but let us as the Church - 


of God unite our forces to be more fully 
surrendered tu God. The Church of God 
was built upon the foundation of the 
apostles and prophets. They went directly 
by God’s orders. Let us complete the 
building with material just as good as the 
foundation. 


Now for a tew references on the lead- 
ings of the Holy Ghost. “As they min- 
istered to the Lord, and fasted, the 
Holy Ghost said, Separate me Barnabas 
and Saul for the work whereunto } have 
called them ..... So they, being sent 
forth by the Holy Ghost, departed,” Acts 
13:2-4. These men were ministering to 
the Lord, praying and fasting—waiting 
to know the mind of the Lord. God 
changes not, so the Holy Ghost can and 
does the same today when God's chil- 
dren get into that attitude before the 
Lord. 


When Philip was in a revival the angel 
of God spoke to him to go to Gaza, 
which is desert, and he arose and went. 
“Then the Spirit said unto Philip, Go 
near, and join thyself to this chariot. 
And Philip ran,” Acts 8:26-30. Naturally 
speaking, most of us would have thought 
Philip was needed in the revival but he 
did not question the Holy Ghost. As he 
went along other chariots may have 
passed but the Spirit said, “Go near, and 
join thyself to this chariot.” Philip’s 
ideas may have been as good as some of 
ours today, but he obeyed the voice of 
God. God can as easily direct His peo- 
ple today if we are as eager to honor and 
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obey Him as Philip was. 

Paul and his company were once “for- 
bidden of the Holy Ghost to preach the 
Word in Asia. They assayed to go into 
Bithynia but the Spirit suffered them 
not.” Then Paul had a vision in the 
night, a man saying, “Come over into 
Macedonia and help us,” Acts 16:6-10. If 
the Holy Ghost forbids there is a reason 
for it. No one can take the place of the 
Holy Ghost. He sees ahead. He knows 
every place and each person who is able 
to fill that place. If there are any who 
had rather select their own places to 
labor than to let the Holy Ghost lead, 
remember Paul’s experience. His ideas 
may have been as good as ours. 

In Acts 15, we learn that it seemed 
good to the Holy Ghost as well as the 
brethren at headquarters when the 
decrees were passed concerning the 
Church affairs. Oh, the Holy Ghost is a 
person and will make us a good leader if 
we allow Him this privilege. Many say 
we have the Word to go by and do not 
need experiences like the experiences re- 
ferred to above, but the Spirit and the 
Word must agree. I love the Holy Ghost 
and want Him to have pre-eminence in 


~ my life. Pray that He will.

A number was saved, sanctified and 
filled with the Holy Ghost. According to 
the secretary’s record more than forty 
new ones were seeking God at the altar. 
Forty-seven of our sixty churches re- 
ported, showing a combined membership 
of 1,947. Counting the other three the 
number should be far in excess of 2,000 
though the work is comparatively new in 
Jamaica. The Young People’s Endeavor 
here put on one of the best programs I 
have ever witnessed. 


I wished that the former overseers, 
Brothers Simmons and Thomas, could 
have been present to see some of their 
fruits of past labor. Our meetings at- 
tracted much attention and the people 
gave us a good write-up. One object I 
have in being here is to see about regis- 
tering the Church with his Majesty’s 
Government and make preliminary ar- 
rangements for the building or purchas- 
ing of a place for our island headquarters. 
So everyone pray please and let us put 
some legs to our prayers, as we are going 
to need considerably more finance. The 
people are stirred here as never before and 
have a mind to work, yet they must 
have our help.
